T H E R A ISIN PA C K . 


C aliforn ia w ill F u rn ish F u lly T h irteen 
H u n dred T hou sand B oxes. 
S an F ra n cisco , October 9th.—Most raisin 
producers are too busy just now to estimate 
their probable output other than very 
roughly. But the best authorities say Cali­ 
fornia will this year pack fully 1 300,000 
boxes. It is an interesting fact to note, for 
these interested in the State’s all-round 
progress ia horticultural matters, that this 
estimated pack is about twenty times the 
raisin output of ten years ago, and over 
two hundred times the amount packed in 
1873. All the raisin-makers will make 
money this year if early rains do not 
trouble them. As a rule, they are wide 
awake and watchful, and sbonld the skies 
again cloud, as they did recently prepara­ 
tory to a storm, the drying grapes would 
probably be stacked or covered. The tariff 
bill has become a law at a very timely sea­ 
son for California raisins, and prices prom­ 
ise to keep up well. Shipments East have 
already begun. 
A Fresno raisin expert says that county 
will send out 900 000 boxes this season. 
Less than half that quantity was produced 
three years ego, according to accepted 
statistics. The pack of Riverside and San- 
Bernardino county is estimaied at fully 
250,000 boxes, and of Ssn Diego county 
somewhere 
near 
75,000 boxes. 
Yolo, 
Butte, Solano, Tehama and Shasta will all 
send out some raisins of excellent quality. 
The Muscat vine will grow and raisins will 
dr7 in nearly every interior county in the 
State, and hence the raisin-producing area 
is constantly growing. 
It is a peculiar and rather surprising fact 
that important as raisin production is fast 
becoming, the subject is not at present cov­ 
ered to any degree by any of the State 
Commissions. 
Raisin-making is rightly 
a branch of horticulture, yet the State 
Board of Horticulture pays no attention 
to the subject, except occasionally at the 
Fruit-growers’ 
Conventions. 
Secretary 
Lelong says the subject more properly be­ 
longs to the Viticultura! Commission, but 
the officers of the latter Board consider 
their work relates chiefly to wine grRpes 
and wine-making. 
In this state of affairs 
it may be necessary for the next Legisla­ 
ture, especially should it prove as lavish in 
expenditures as the last, to appoint a special 
Board of Raisin Commissioners.

CAREYS RESIGNATION. 
, 


Too M uch L abor an d Too L ittle P ay 
for It. 
General John T. Carey, United States 
District Attorney, in tendering his resigna­ 
tion to the Attorcey-General—as mentioned 
in yesterday's R e c o e d U n io n —gives the 
following reasons for taking that step. He 
says: 
"Several considerations have moved me 
to resign, and none with greater force than 
the indisposition of Congress to make the 
necessary appropriations to pay the very 
meager compensation earned and allowed 
to District Attorneys. I have accounts 
veiy nearly three years old not paid for 
want ot appropriations. I have also .ac­ 
counts in the year 1887 that were unjustly 
disallowed by the Comptroller, and I uesire 
to bring suit tor them, which 1 could not 
do coasistently while in office, and, should 
I serve my term out, would delay me a 
year in securing an appropriation. My own 
department is wholly blameless and eeetn- 
¡ugly powerless in this matter. Again, the 
emoluments of the cffice, as it has been 
runniDg during the past year, do not begin 
to compensate me tor the work done. I 
have not entirely recovered from an ill­ 
ness contracted during the Terry trial last 
spring, aQd I desire to take a rest for a 
couple of months before going into active 
practice, which I intend to do at the be­ 
ginning of the year. It is needless for me 
to give other reasons, but suffice it to say 
that I shall leave the office with the very 
highest appreciatiou of your feeling that 
our official relations bave been most pleas­ 
ant. 
‘‘I will again thank you to forward my 
resignation to the President at such time as 
you may see proper, in order that it may go 
into effect on the date fixed (November 1st), 
and trust that you will recommend its ac­ 
ceptance.” 
General Carey received bis aDpointment 
fiorn President Cleveland in 1886, the same 
being confirmed by the Senate on January 
13, 1887. 
Carey’s successor will in all probability 
be Charles A. Garter, of Red Bluff, and 
formerly of this city. He was at one time 
associated with General Chipman, who was 
a candidate for the gubernatorial nomina­ 
tion before the Republican Convention 
which met in S&cramento last August.

POISONING IN BOMBAY. 


A n A larm in gly P rev a len t P ra ctice—Som e 
ot th e P oison s Used# 
From the report of the Government 
analyst of Bombay for the past year it ap­ 
pears that his department was concerned in 
the investigation of 170 cases of suspected 
human poisoniug last year, in 60 of which 
the poison was actually discovered. In 33 
of these the poison used was arsenic, in 20 
opium, in five pounded glass, in three 
dhatura, in three mercury, in two mix 
vomica. 
In one instance sweetmeat balls 
containing arsenic were found in the pos­ 
session of a woman who had given direc­ 
tions that they were to be sent to certain 
persons with whom she was at enmity; and 
in another nine persons ate bread contain­ 
ing a large quantity of arsenic oxide. In 
one case a man mixed poison with his food 
and accused another of trying to poison 
him. 
A woman confessed to having 
pounded her glass bangles and mixed the 
powder with her husband’s bread. Glass 
seems to be used for this purpose only when 
poisons are not in reach, and the attempts 
usually fail on account of the grittiness of 
the glass exciting suspicion. Arsenic, be­ 
ing easily obtainable, is the chief resource 
of the Indian poisoner, and is usually ad­ 
ministered in sweetmeats. Opium comes

Secretary Bussey has rendered in the case 
of Russell S. Cole, of C o m p an y E, First 
New York Veteran Cavalry, a decision that 
defines the status of prisoners of war. who, 
having enlisted in the rebel service in or­ 
der to escape imprisonment and return tty 
their own command, and had applications- 
for pensions. 
The decision rescinds the rule made by 
Commissioner Biack, on May 25. 1^88, in 
which tbs Commissioner held that rsgard- 
I5ss of the circumstances and of the mo­ 
tives of the prisoner of war so enlisting in 
the rebel service, even as a device of escape 
from starvation and imprisonment, should 
be heid as haviDg “voluntarily” aided the 
rebellion and be debarred from a pension.- 
After preseniiDg the full legal aspects of 
the qnesiion the Assistant Secretary says: 
“ The Department must be controlled iu all 
cases coming before it for adjudication, by 
the fundamental rule that tbe rights of a 
soldier and citizen alike can never be taken 
away nor forfeited except by express terms 
of law, tbe actual and obvious meaning of 
which should be taken without resort to 
subtle and forced questions. I respectfully 
over-rule the former decision of your office 
and grant the pension sought.”

W ashington. October 9lh.—The appoint­ 
ment of John N. Irvin, of Keokuk, Iowa, 
as Governor of Arizona a few days ago, re­ 
calls an incident in his experience as Gov­ 
ernor of Idaho under President Arthur. He 
was called home by a death in his family, 
and remained in Keokuk several months 
settling up the estate. Tbe Treasurer of 
the United Stares sent him his salary regu­ 
larly, but the Governor dec'iued it, saying 
he had not earned any money from the 
Government while at borne about his pri­ 
vate affairs, and sent tbe checks back to 
Washington. This presented a new ques­ 
tion for the Treasury officials. No one 
ever made surli a complaint before. They 
did not know wliat-to do with the money. 
Finally it was placed to the credit of the 
conscience fund. This made the old Gov­ 
ernor indignant, and be forthwith for­ 
warded to the department an emphatic pro­ 
test. He was unwilling that any money 
which he sent to Washington should be 
placed in the same fund with that surrend­ 
ered by repentent thieves. Then the amount 
was placed to the credit of the public debt 
of the United Slates. His is the only case 
of the kind on record.

American Board, and one which called 
forth acrimonious debate, was the report 
of the committee of nine appointed a year 
ago to examine into tne method of tbe ad­ 
ministration of officials of tbe Board iu 
Boston, especially the methods employed 
by the home Secretary in ascertaining the 
qualifications of candidates for the mis­ 
sionary field. The Chairman of the com­ 
mittee is Astor Walker of New York, aQd 
associated wi h him are others representing 
tbe two great wings of the Board, but not 
extremis s in any sense. 
The report made a detailed showing of 
the finances of the Board, and compared 
what the Board has received yearly for its 
work, 
with what is 
given to 
other 
l-.rge benevolent societies of the church 
The figures showed that while the contri­ 
butions to these other bodies have been in­ 
creasing year by year as the church grew 
there has been practically no increase in 
the donations to the American Board. This 
state of affairs, the paper argued, showing 
dissatisfaction in churches, endiug in quar­ 
rels, that have come as a result of the pres 
ent system of administration. 
The report, which was a lengthy one, 
was summed up in the form of resolutions 
at the conclusion. These provide that a 
Committee on Treasurer’s Report be ap­ 
pointed by the Board at the annual meet­ 
ing next previous to the meeting at which 
the committee is called on to ac t; that the

is further set out th at the bill will not in­ 
crease the cost to the consumer of a single 
article that can with any propriety be 
called a household necessity, nor will the 
increased cost to dealers be so appreciable 
th at it can be visited upon the consumer.

WHY NOT PEEPABE FOE WINTER? 


T he rainy season draws near, but we 
liave not heard of any steps having been 
taken to provide for the discharge of the 
city drainage. 
The appliance we now 
have on Y street is antiquated and insuf­ 
ficient for the need. 
W hen the rains once 
set in, the drainage canal will not carry off 
th e water that will accumulate w ithin the 
area bounded by our system of levees. 
In 
a few days after the winter storms begin 
th e sewers will Income choked, and the 
consequence will be that all the region 
known as old grade, will be liable to re­ 
ceive in the lots, cellars and basements of 
residences, from six inches to a foot of 
w ater thrown up out of man holes aud 
through house drains and pipes. 
Now the city must possess a drainage 
pump, and that soon, that will have capac­ 
ity to cast out the drainage as it accum­ 
ulates in the reservoir or low section on Y 
street. 
The discharge should be, as now, 
into the river. 
It is as cheap, therefore, 
to buy the necessary pump now as later, 
and in one sense it will be cheaper, since 
it can be set up early in the season at less 
expense, and it can be selected with an eye 
to true economy far better now, when time 
can be given to the matter, than when the 
need for the machinery will be pressing. 
The one and only question that can at 
all stand in the way of immediate action 
by the Trustees, is the expenditure of the 
necessary money. 
But we apprehend that 
th e people will find it no more a burden 
now than a year or two hence. 
The ma­ 
chinery cost will be w ithin the lim itation 
prescribed for the Trustees. 
Theycan buy 
on easy terms, and there will be found no 
necessity for sudden raising of the money.

\Ve trust that the authori­ 
ties will consider the subject at once, and 
act in such a manner as will prevent the 
repetition of the scenes of last winter. We 
believe that if they would order the neces­ 
sary pump to-morrow, at a cost of say 
$15,000—though it need not reach any­ 
w here near th at figure—the people would 
indorse their action and thank them for 
th eir prom ptitude. Our citizens fully re­ 
alize that we cannot go on year after year 
w ith undischarged sewage in the city; that 
our drainage in the winter season must be 
lifted out artificially, and that it i¡ the 
most reckless waste to perm it a condition 
of things in which backed up drainage, 
overflowing cesspools and choked sewers 
nre the chief elements. 


T h e President of the U nited States was 
particularly happy in the simile he used 
in his speech at Galesburg, 111., to his old 
soldier friends, in which he likened the 
volunteer army of the republic to the 
snow that in winter mantles the earth and 
protects vegetation from the assaultsof the 
inclement season, but th at in spring melts 
away and sinks into the soil, fertilizing it 
and causing the flowers and the green 
grass an 1 the bearing stalk to rise to be 
kissed by the warm th of the sun. and 
care ¡sed by the breezes of the new-born 
season. 
General H arrison has on several 
occasions manifested a specially happy 
faculty of presenting 
thought in fine 
imagery, and of speaking in a vein that 
addresses itself w ith force and grace to the 
fancy and the imagination, and through 
such mediums reaches the heart. 
Not 
less marked, however, is the capacity of 
the President to say strong things strongly. 
Thus, w hat more forcible can be phrased 
than his declaration that what gives se­ 
curity to our communities, safety to our 
persons and protection to the results of our 
labor, is that all pervading American 
sentim ent th at exalts the law, and is a 
constant terror to the law-breaker. 
And 
this sentiment, he added, is fortified in ­ 
vincibly by this other, that in this country 
every man shall be protected in the en­ 
joym ent and exercise of his inalienable 
rights; th at each shall have his due, but 
no more than his desert. 
By the war we 
taught, he added, all the world that loyalty 
to our w ritten law is so strong th at no 
associations, conspiracies or combinations 
can overturn it. 
W hat better or more 
forcible has been said upon the subject 
than this by the President in the same 
speech: 


Our G overnm ent w ill not fail to go on in its 
increasing career of developm ent, in popula­ 
tion, in w ealth, in intelligence and m orality so 
long as we hold up everyw here, in every lo­ 
ca ity, in com m unities and in tbe nation this 
great thought: Every m an shall keep the law 
w hich secures him in his ow n right, and shall 
not tram ple upon the rights of another. I.et us 
divide upon tariffs an a finance, but let there 
never be a division am ong the Am erican people 
upon this question—th at now here shall the law 
be overturned in the interests of anybody. 


I t now turns out that the Democratic 
proposition in Snn Francisco to take the 
School Departm ent out of politics was not 
sincere, and it has accordingly to be re­ 
jected by the Republicans.

can party stands ready at any time to di- 
worce school management from political in­ 
fluences, but it is not, and never will be 
prepared to lie its hands as the Democracy 
propose in San Francisco.

RESERVATION INDIANS EXTERMINAT­ 
ING CALIFORNIA DEER. 


T he In te rio r D e p a rtm e n t A sked to In te r­ 
fere in th e B latter—M em orials 
on th e cnbject. 


P ersistent agitation of the subject has at 
last attracted attention to the m anner in 
w hich th e deer on the western slope of the 
Sierra N evadas are being rapidly exterm i­ 
nated by hide-hnnting vandals, and has re­ 
sulted in action being taken th at will prob­ 
ab ly do m uch tow ard abating the evil. 
It 
h as been the custom for m any years past 
for a h a lf dozen w hite m en to em ploy the 
W ashoe Indians by the hundreds to come 
across th e m ountains every fall and slay 
thousands of deer for their hides. These 
w hite m en rem ain at certain points in the 
m ountains, receive the skins from th e In d i­ 
ans and sm uggle them to the tanneries be­ 
fore they can be seen by any person w ho 
w ould be apt to inform on them . 
T he Indians ate paid in rides, am m u n i­ 
tion, blankets, etc., and they slaughter does 
and fawns as freely as bucks. 
They have 
been allowed to pursue iheir annual van­ 
dalism because they claim ed they killed 
the deer for their ow n subsistence, w hich is 
no t true, for the carcasses are left on the 
h ills to decay. 
Even if they did kill the 
deer to be eateD, they have no right to do 
so. They are reservation Indians, and the 
G overnm ent provides them w ith food at 
the expense of the people. 
T hey have no 
rig h t to leave their reservations in Nevada 
and poach on California soil. 
One of their m odes of m aking “ big k ill­ 
ings” is well know n to m en who spend 
m uch of the year in the high Sierras. 
It is 
for several hundred of them to encircle a 
large tract of forest, and by closing in,drive 
large bands of deer into the center, w here 
they are corraled in the thickets. T hen the 
In d ian s set tire to the brush, and as th e 
deer break cover in th eir flight from the 
flam es they are shot dow n in heaps, their 
bides taken off, and the bodies left for the 
vultures, bears and coyotes to feast upon. 


EL DORADO TAKES ACTION. 
T his vandalism has been carried on to 
such an extent th at now there are but few 
deer left w here a decade ago hundreds 
m ig h t be seen in a day’s tram p through the 
m ountains. 
A Sacram ento gentlem an who 
every sum m er spends a few weekB in the 
vicinity of R ubicon creek, and who has 
noticed the steady and rapid decim ation 
of th e deer in th at vicinity, recently laid 
th e m atter befóte the Supervisors of E l 
D orado county and urged prom pt action 
on th eir part. 
Y esterday he received a let­ 
ter from one of the m em bers of the Board, 
stating th at at its last m eeting the follow­ 
ing m em orial was adopted and forwarded 
at once to the Secretary of the Interior: 
Han. John H'. Noble, Secretary of the Interior— 
Sib: 1 he State Sportsmen’s Association of Cali­ 
fornia, assembled at their annual meeting, 
would respectfully represent to you the follow­ 
ing tacts: 
First—The State game law of California pro­ 
hibits the kil ing ot does and fawns at any time, 
and the killing of male deer, except between 
July 1st and Decemuer 1st. It also prohibits the 
slaughter of deer for their hides at any time. 
Second—The last winter being an unusually 
heavy one, with a snowfall of from ten to twenty 
leet in the monntains, has decimated the deer 
to such an extent that they will not recover 
from it for many years. 
Third—The Indians living in the State of Ne­ 
vada have of late years been in the habit of 
crossing the State line into California, and es­ 
pecially into the counties of El Dorado, Placer 
and Amador, and every autumn slaughtering 
the deer by thousands, frequently leaving the 
carcasses to rot on the ground and sparing 
neither age nor Bex. They are largely incited to 
this by white men, who are deterred by tear of 
punishment trom personally killing the deer 
for their bides, but who find that they are able 
to shelter themselves behind the immunity 
granted to the Indians in hunting, as they 
claim, for their subsistence. 
Fourth -These counties, lying upon the west­ 
ern slope of the Sierra Nevada, are largely cov­ 
ered with a heavy growth of sugar and yellow 
pine, cedar etc., which are the most valuable 
woods growing in these mountains, and consti­ 
tute a large Dart of the wealth of the State. The 
Indians are accustomed, as can be abundantly 
proved, in prosecuting their hunts, to 
set 
tire 
to 
the 
thickets 
in 
which 
the 
deer 
harbor, 
in 
order 
to 
drive 
them 
out, thus cau'ing 
many disastrous 
lorest 
fires and destroying millions' of dollars worth of 
the finest timber in the State, both on Govern­ 
ment and private lands, and denuding our 
mountains of their nstural covering, which re­ 
tains the snow, and by enabling It to melt grad­ 
ually supplies our State with water, and con­ 
tributes 60 largely to our prosperity, instead of 
flooding the valleys trom sudden melting of the 
snow. 
Fifth—So long as the Indians are allowed to 
come into our State on their annual hunts so 
long must the devastation of our forests go on, 
ana we be powerless to prevent it; so long must 
the Gjverument and private individuals suffer 
the loss of the valuable sugar piue and yellow 
pine that clothes oar mountains: so long must 
our people look forwardlo the time when a deer 
Will be as gre» t a rarity as the bison is to-day, 
and unscrupulous wnite men will continue to 
evade our laws by making a cat's-paw of the 
Indian, and amass wealth by the extermination 
of one of our finest varieties of game. 
We would therefore respectfully request you 
to gire orders that the Indians of the State of 
Nevada ba kept on their reset vations, or at least 
that they be not allowed to cross the line into 
California to exterminate our deer and destroy 
our forests, which are now so valuable and are 
daily becoming so much more so. 
It is a matter which concerns the Government 
timber lands as well as onr own, and we feel 
convinced that it is only necessary to call your 
attention to the matter to insure your doing all 
in your power to remedy the evil. 


W E T H E R PROPOSED ACTION. 
A t the annual business m eeting of the 
State Sportsm en's Association, w hich will 
be held in this city this evening, th e m atter 
w ill be taken up for action, by the presenta­ 
tion of the follow ing com m unication. Those 
m em bers o f the Association who have been 
interview ed on the subject express them ­ 
selves as heartily in favor of the m ovem ent 
to p u t a stop to th e indiscrim inate and ille­ 
gal slaughter of the deer in our m onntains, 
and there is little doubt th at the Associa­ 
tion will indorse the action of th e El Do­ 
rado Supervisors in m em orializing th e In 
terior D epartm ent to keep its Indian wards 
on th eir reserva’ions, and by m aking cer 
tain recom m endations 10 the n ext State 
Legislature in th e interest of gam e protec 
tion. 
T he com m uuicjtion re ad s: 
- 
Sacra» fisTO, October 5,1893. 
7b the President aivl Memberf of the Stale Sports­ 
men's Association—g e n tle -en: Although not a 
member ot your organization, and unable on 
account of other engagements to meet with 
you, I crave you indulgence and attention to a 
communication having for its objective point 
the same as that of your association, viz: the 
prese; vat ¡on of our game. As you are well 
aware, the Indian enjoys immunity from the 
penalties of our game laws, on the ground that 
being a savage the pursuit of game is necessary 
for his subsistence. Enjoying, then, this privi 
lege, he is made the tool of those who dare not 
themselves violate our laws and under the plea 
of subsistence becomes a Llde-hunter for hire. 
But even if this were not an, the Government 
places them on reservat ons, and appropriates 
many millions of dollars for their support, of 
which, unfortunately, only a smal: portion 
reaches them, aud there is nnfreason why they 
should be allowed to c 'me from another State 
into ours to exterminate ourgame. 
It is just and proper that the Government 
should not only supportthem, but that It should 
restrain them from committing depredations 
upon our community and our property, for it is 
AU undeniable fait that the game is the prop­ 
erty ot the State, that is, of the people of the 
Slate. And this brings me to another point to 
which I earnestly hope you will gire careful 
consideration, aud that is the appointment of 
game wardens, with salaries commensurate to 
the service required of them, and subject lo re­ 
moval if they do not pertonn their duty faith­ 
fully. Maine and Michigan secured a law for 
their creation and appointment, and the uni­ 
versal testimony in both Males is that a great 
increase oi game has txen the result. 
The passage of the law was secured by re­ 
quiring pledges before election of the candidates 
lor the Legislature, that thev would vote for 
the creation of State Game Wardens and for the 
appropriation of sufliclrut money to pay them 
fair salaries. An election Is approaching, and 
if your association will demand like pledge» 
from the legislative candidates, and work tor 
the election of tho«e only who will so pledge 
themselves, you will be able to accomplish the 
desired end, aud attain result» that will in the 
luure be of as much moment to the state as the 
election of United States Senator or any other 
of the issue» that are generally brought to the 
front on such occasions. 
Experience has shown in other States that 
salaried officers who do their duty faithfully 
are the only meaus by which game preserva­ 
tion can become a fact and not a theory, ana 
that no matter how stringent the laws may lie, 
the enforcement oi them is the vital joint alter 
all. A few convictions, with heavy fines, and 
the certainty of conviction following wrong­ 
doing will soon rid us of the law-breakers aud 
give us plenty ot gamo for ourselves, and at­ 
tract desirable visitora and residents to our 
State.

Hoping you may 
consider favorably those points and that the 
inclosed memorial may speedily be on its way 
to Washington with your seal attached, in order 
to head off the Indians this fail from their an­ 
nual raid, I remain, yours respectfully.

C alifornians w ill be interested in h ear­ 
ing of the success of Miss Sibyl Sanderson 
form erly of Sacram ento, in Brussels, a city 
of high artistic tastes and andiences the 
m ost difficile. 
E arly in h er success th e 
skeptical prophesied th at it vfas not possi­ 
ble for h e r to continue for any extended 
tim e, singing the difficult role of “Esclar* 
m onde,” w ritten for a high soprano voice, 
and in w bicb occurs the p h en o m eaal ca­ 
denza com m encing at G in alt, b at to their 
consternation she sang the role for m ore 
th an one year in Paris, singing three tim es 
a week, alw ays to full bouses. 
T he su m ­ 
m er of 1890 was passed in study of new 
roles, u n til Septem ber, w hen she opened at 
the T heater de ia M onnaie in “ Esclar- 
m onde” to crowded houses and enthusiastic 
audiences. 
T he follow ing is translated 
from L Independance Beige: 
To take up "Esclannonde'’ with Miss Sander­ 
son is in the direction of a high combination of 
lyric diplomacy, and a rich favor for the patrons 
of "De La Monnaie,” for which the lattercannot 
helpbutbegraielul. Everybody knows that Miss 
Sanderson has made •‘Esclarmoude,” that the 
piece has been produced for the role and tne 
role has been made for her. She, therefore, has 
not only teen the maker of “Esclannonde.” but 
she has been also the inspiration ot it. It is loo 
little to say that she is the interpreterof the 
personage ; she is the very incarnation. What 
has been most spoken about iD Paris is the reg­ 
ister of her voice, it is the astonishing facility 
with which she reaches—even overreaches—the 
normal limits of the soprano in the high regis­ 
ter. For us it is the least of her merits. We do 
not put great stock in this high G, which is a 
marvel to everybody. She has a charm of tim­ 
bre and that ot diction.

7th to 9 A. m of the 8th, 410 m iles ; from 9 


a , m . of the 8th to 9 a . 
m . of the 9th, 404 
m iles, m aking a total of 1.449 m iles for the 
four days, or an average o f 362 m iles during 
each tw enty-four hours, or an hourly aver­ 
age of a fraction over 15 m iles ; the m ax ­ 
im um being 36 miles, on the 8th, at 5 m in ­ 
utes to I I o’clock. 
T he highest on the 2d was 30 m iles per 
h o u r; on the 3d, 24 m iles, and the sam e on 
the 7th, T he highest on th e 8th was 36 
m iles, and on the 9th, 28 m ilea per hour. 
T he barom eter fell at th is point quite 
rapidly during the w indy w eather, b ut not 
so rapidly nor so low as at Red Bluff, and 
there being such a steep barom etrical gradi­

President Harrison Receives an Oya- 
tion at Ottnmwa, Iowa. 


THREE WORLD’S RECORDS BROKEN

O ttu m w a (Iowa), October 9th.—At 8 
o’clock this morning the Presidential party 
reached tbia city. 
The delegation was 
headed by Hon. J. G. H ntcbinson, ex-Re­ 
publican’ candidate for Governor of Iowa, 
and Senator P. G. Ballingall, President of 
the Ottum wa Coal Palace. The party was 
m et at Galesburg last evening and escorted 
to Ottumwa. 
Despite the early hcur, almost the entire 
population of the thriving young city of 
O .tum w a turned out to greet the President. 
Rousing cheers were given. A moment 
let r the booming cannon commenced and 
the jollification oí the day fairly begun. 
In this city resides the President’s elder 
sister, Sally, wife of T. J. Devines, an old 
citizen, and John S. Harrison, the Presi­ 
dent^ gray-haired elder brother, who is in 
business in Kansas City, m et the party 
here, and fr m the depot he and Devines 
escorted ihe distinguished relative to De­ 
vines’ residence. 
At 10 o’clock, President Harrison, under 
escort of t overn >r Boies and Senator 
I'alliagsll, was shown through the coal 
palace. 
The President was mnch interested, and 
his surprise and admiration was thoroughly 
evidenced by nnmerous inquiries. 
A t 2 o’clock this afternoon the public 
ceremonies of tbe day took place in the 
presence of an enthusiastic audience of 
ten thousand people. Governor Boies for­ 
mally welcomed President Harrison to 
Iowa in h short speech, c alli'g his atten­ 
tion to the evidence of the taste, superior 
skill and prosperity of the people of Iowa, 
as displayed in the construction and exhib­ 
its ot ihe coal palace, and concluding with 
the assurance of high regard for the Presi­ 
dent, personally as well as politically. 
A fter the enthusiasm which greeted the 
Preiiden.'s appearance had somewhat sub­ 
sided. he responded to Governor Boies’ ad­ 
dress in a brief speech, thanking Iowans 
for their hearty welcome and assuring them 
of the pleasure it afforded him . He saw in 
the welcome tendered him the loyalty and 
respect of the great American people for 
that Government which had attained such 
a high rank in the gaiaxy of nations. The 
President congratulated the people of Iowa 
on the phenomenal progress which they 
had made as a State within the past de­ 
cade, and was gratified by the evidence of 
prosperity observed on every hand and in 
the unique and magnificeut structure—the 
coal palace—which was justly the pride of 
Ottumwa. The President again extended 
thanks for his cordial welcome, and said 
his visit to tbe State would long be rem em ­ 
bered. 
After the forenoon visit to the coal palace, 
the President repaired to the reeidtnce of 
his sister, where lunch was taken. The rain 
by this time had ceased, and at 1 o’clock 
the parade took place, consisting of State 
and other officials, military and civic socie­ 
ties. 
It was reviewed by the President. 
The President said if he should attem pt 
to interpret the lesson of the coal palace,

made to glow and glisten. The common 
intercourse by friendliness and love, may 
be made to fill every home and neighbor­ 
hood with brightness that jewels cannot 
shed, and it is pleasant to think that in our 
American home life we have reached this 
ideal in a degree unexcelled elsewhere. I 
believe that in American homes, whether 
in the city or on the farm, the Ameri­ 
can 
father and mother in relation to 
their children are kinder, more hope­ 
ful and 
more 
benignant 
than 
any 
other. 
[Cries 
of “Good, 
good!” 
and 
cheers ] The home is the strength of our 
institutions. Let this be corrupted, and 
the Government itself has lost tbe stone of 
strength upon which it rests. [Here, by 
some accident, water from the artificial 
waterfall immediately behind the President 
was turned on, and its roar almost drowned 
his voice ] 
I have contended,” said he, 
"w ith brass bands, bat I never before have 


been asked to speak w ithin the roar of 
Niagara.” [Laughter and cheers ] 
The water was turned off and the Presi­ 
dent said: “I had snppoeed there were 
limitations apon the freedom of this meet­ 
ing, both as to Governor Boise and myself, 
_ and that no political suggestion of any sort 
was to be introduced at this friendly con­ 
course of American citizens. I think both 
of ns have good canse for grievance against 
the prohibitionists for interrupting with 
this argum ent for cold w ater.” 
[More 
laughter ] 
Tbe President closed by 
once more 
thanking the people for the kindness of 
his reception and wishing for Iowa and its 
citizens the largest increase of prosperity, 
most secure social order and increasing 
blessings of borne happiness. 
Ottnmwa never saw such a crowd before 
as was here to-day. A score of special 
trains piled the visitors into the city, and 
at the tim e of the procession this morning 
there m ust have been 40,060 people out. 
One of the beautiful incidents of the pa­ 
rade occurred at Adams’ School, where 
3 000 school children congregated to ste the 
President. 
H e bowed his acknowledg­ 
ments to the happy children, who each 
waved a flag, and their 3,000 voices were 
uplifted in tne familiar old hym n, “Amer­ 
ica.” 
Dnring the afternoon a large crowd 
gathered around the train, and the Presi­ 
dent was again compelled to show him self 
and speak a few words. 
H e said such spontaneous greetings as 
these gave him courage in a work that was 
often very wearisome and often very full of 
worry. They helped him to believe that 
the great misses of people have no other 
interest than that the GoVerument shail be 
well adminislered, and that the public 
offices be filled by competent, conscientious 
and honest men. 
A public reception was tendered the 
President at the coal palace, and from 8 to 
9 o’clock he shook hands with thousands of 
peot le. 
The orator of the evening wa9 Congress­ 
man Grosvenorof Ohio, whose address was 
an excellent one and well adapted to the 
occasion.

A n In q u iry to b e M ade C o n c e rn in g T h Ir 
C o n d itio n . 
N ew Y o r k , October 9th.—Among the 
passengers on the City of New York, which 
arrived yesterday, was I)r. G. B. Clark, a 
Member of Parliam ent for County Caith­ 
ness, Scotland, and a leader of the Scottish 
Home Rule party. He comes to America 
as the representative of 
the Highland 
League of Scotland, to inquire into the 
condition of crofters who recently emi­ 
grated from Scotland to Manitoba. To a 
reporter he said : “The majority of Scottish 
Members of Parliam ent are Hem e Rulers. 
We are seeking to secure for Scotland prac­ 
tically the same method of self-govern­ 
ment as American States possess. The 
difference between us and Ireland is that 
we are trying to discover that which we 
once bad, white the Irish are trying to get 
that which they never had. There are in 
the north of Scotland leagues or associa­ 
tions which look after the interests of croft­ 
ers, and as ihe representative one of these 
I am going West. We recently received 
letters from Manitoba which stated that 
tbe condition of crofters in their new home 
is not so satisfactory as we had been led to 
believe. In fact that their condition is 
really such as to call for im mediate inves­ 
tigation. Just what evils they are suffer­ 
ing I am unable yet to determine. We in 
Scotland are more unfortunate in respect 
to land-holding than tbe people of England, 
or even Ireland, for we suffer from the 
sporting elemeu', which has gained control 
of a large amount of the best lands in Scot­ 
land, for no other purpose than to reserve 
it for pleasures of 
bunting. 
This, of 
course, banishes to less fertile and less 
healthy land unfortunate crofters who are 
but tenants. 
In some places whole com­ 
munities of crofters have been driven from 
ancient holdings to give place to rabbits 
and deer.”
